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Police  Commissioner's  Report 


The  police  commissioners  of  the  town  of  Exeter  beg  leave 
to  submit  the  following  report  for  the  year  ending  February 
15th,  1913: 

The  board  of  police  commissioners  effected  its  organization 
at  a  special  meeting  March  9th,  1912,  and  elected  for  the 
ensuing  year  George  W.  Lane,  chairman,  and  William  Bur- 
lingame,  clerk. 

Former  Superintendent  of  Police  Charles  W.  Gooch  made 
his  annual  report  for  the  year  ending  February  14th,  1912, 
and  at  that  time  was  suffering  from  a  severe  cold,  which 
quickly  became  serious,  terminating  at  his  death,  March  8th, 
1912. 

At  a  regular  meeting  March  30th  Beverly  S.  McGaughey 
was  appointed  superintendent  of  police.  It  was  voted  to 
change  the  date  of  meetings  to  the  last  Monday  in  each  month 
at  4  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  of  which  due  notice  was  given. 

At  the  regular  meeting  of  the  commissioners  April  22nd, 
1912,  Elvin  A.  Bunker  was  appointed  a  member  of  the  regular 
police  force.  The  expenses  of  the  police  commissioners  for 
the  fiscal  year,  1912-1913,  have  amounted  to  twenty-nine 
hundred  and  twenty  and  13-100  dollars  ($2,920.13).  The  bills 
have  been  approved  and  orders  drawn  on  the  town  treasurer 
for  the  payment  of  same. 

The  board  respectfully  suggest  that  the  committee  on  ap- 
propriations recommend  an  appropriation  of  $3,000  for  this 
department  for  the  ensuing  year.

Public  Library  Report 


SECRETARY'S  REPORT. 

The  books  in  the  Ubrary,  excluding  the  Perry  collection, 
number  at  present  17,281.  The  total  number  of  books  given 
out  during  the  past  year  was  29,577,  which  lacks  10  of  being 
3,000  more  than  last  year,  due  partly  to  the  new  rule  made 
by  the  trustees  last  October  allowing  patrons  of  the  library 
the  privilege  of  taking  out  two  books  on  one  card.  These 
books  are  classified  as  follows:  Fiction,  18,788;  juvenile  de- 
partment, 5,006;  historical  and  general  literary  subjects, 
5,783.  Four  hundred  and  forty  new  books  have  been  added, 
224  of  these  being  credited  to  the  Merrill  funds;  also  34 
books  have  been  replaced,  and  12  volumes  of  magazines 
bound. 

Five  hundred  and  twenty-two  cards  have  been  issued 
during  the  current  year,  237  to  townspeople  and  285  to  stu- 
dents of  the  Academy. 

An  additional  increase  of  stack  room  is  imperatively  de- 
manded for  the  proper  accommodation  of  the  books,  which 
have  greatly  increased  in  numbers.  The  committee  earnestly 
hope  the  town  will  take  some  immediate  action  regarding  this 
matter.

PRINCIPAL'S  REPORT. 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Trustees  of  Robinson  Seminary: 

The  Seminary  has  this  year  the  largest  enrollment  in  its 
history,  312  pupils.  Although  this  has  caused  overcrowding, 
especially  in  the  lower  classes,  the  school  has  enjoyed  unusual 
success  during  the  past  year  because  of  recent  changes  both 
in  the  content  of  the  school  curriculum  and  in  teaching 
methods. 

The  home  economics  course,  established  a  year  ago,  in 
several  ways  has  continued  to  justify  the  expectations  of  its 
advocates.  It  has  aroused  in  some  pupils  an  interest  in  school 
work  which  they  have  never  before  shown.  Its  new  subject 
matter  has  appealed  to  them  as  useful  and  interesting,  and 
through  this  new  interest  has  caused  them  to  acquire  for  the 
old  subjects  an  enthusiasm,  which  is  encouraging.  It  has 
changed  their  whole  attitude  toward  school  work  and  has 
noticeably  improved  their  scholastic  standing  and  deport- 
ment. It  has  attracted  to  the  Seminary  some  who  would 
not  be  in  school  except  for  this  opportunity  to  pursue  studies 
in  the  domestic  arts.  Experience  indicates  that  it  is  reason- 
able to  expect  this  course  to  keep  in  school  a  considerable 
number  who  would  have  a  tendency  to  enter  upon  the  work 
of  life  before  they  were  properly  fitted  for  its  duties. 

Of  the  five  years'  work  in  the  domestic  arts  division  of  the 
home  economics  course,  the  work  of  the  first  three  years  is 
now  being  given,  namely:  elementary  cooking  and  sewing; 
the  study  of  a  house;  and  physiology  and  hygiene. 

The  only  new  teacher  on  the  faculty  this  year  is  Miss  Caro- 
lyn Livingston,  of  Sinunons  College,  instructor  in  domestic 
arts.  Her  enthusiasm  for  her  work  and  her  understanding 
of  its  needs  have  added  much  strength  to  the  teaching  force. 

Through  its  president,  Miss  Marion  Tyler,  the  class  of  1912 
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has  presented  to  the  Seminary  a  dining  table  to  match  the 
furniture  given  last  year  for  the  dining  room  connected  with 
the  domestic  arts  room. 

At  its  December  meeting  the  Robinson  Seminary  Alumnse 
Association  voted  to  give  fifty  dollars  to  be  used  to  procure 
other  furnishings  needed  for  the  dining  room. 

The  library  has  received  its  yearly  addition  of  books,  made 
possible  by  the  income  of  the  "Harriett  M.  Merrill  Reference 
Library  Fund,"  and  by  a  gift  from  the  Seminarian. 

For  the  past  three  years  the  Seminary  faculty  has  been 
making  an  attempt  to  get  a  greater  amount  of  school  work 
done  in  the  recitation  period,  to  reduce  the  excessive  amount 
of  time  required  for  the  preparation  of  lessons  outside  the 
class  room,  and  to  teach  proper  habits  of  study  by  having 
pupils  demonstrate  to  themselves  what  they  could  accom- 
plish by  the  speedy  action  of  the  mental  processes,  and  by 
concentration  upon  the  work  at  hand. 

This  attempt  has  commended  itself  to  educators  to  such  an 
extent  that  we  have  had  visitors,  not  only  from  many  towns 
and  cities  in  New  Hampshire,  Massachusetts  and  Rhode 
Island,  but  even  from  a  state  as  far  distant  as  Ilhnois. 

In  drilling  upon  the  fundamentals  of  arithmetic  by  a  quick- 
perception  method,  we  have  observed  the  development  of  a 
power  which  apparently  indicates  a  principle  of  psychology, 
hitherto  unobserved,  or  at  least  unnamed,  lying  somewhere 
between  vision  and  reflection,  much  nearer  to  the  former 
than  to  the  latter.  When  this  principle  is  adequately  under- 
stood, it  is  hkely  to  modify,  to  no  shght  degree,  the  teaching 
methods  of  the  future.  Educators,  who  have  observed  the 
process,  are  enthusiastic  about  its  effectiveness  and  are  show- 
ing their  confidence  in  its  value  by  putting  their  class  work 
upon  a  basis  capable  of  utilizing  its  possibilities.

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Exeter,  qualified  to  vote  in 
Town  Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to 'meet  in  the  Town  Hall,  in  said 
town,  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  March  next,  at  ten  o'clock 
in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

1st.     To  choose  by  ballot  and  major  vote  a  town  clerk. 

2nd.     To  choose  by  ballot  and  major  vote  three  selectmen. 

3rd.  To  choose  by  ballot  and  major  vote  one  trustee  of 
the  Robinson  Female  Seminary  for  the  term  of  seven  years. 

4th.  To  choose  by  ballot  and  major  vote  a  treasurer  of  the 
Robinson  Female  Seminary. 

5th.  To  choose  all  other  necessary  town  officers,  auditors 
or  committees  for  the  ensuing  year. 

6th.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary 
for  the  maintenance  of  the  poor,  for  repairing  the  highways, 
for  repairing  and  building  bridges,  for  repairing  and  building 
sidewalks,  for  building  drains  and  sewers,  for  oiling  the  streets, 
for  payment  of  the  town  debt,  for  the  lighting  of  the  streets, 
for  defraying  the  expenses  of  decorating  the  graves  of  Union 
soldiers,  for  preventing  the  spread  of  the  brown-tailed  moth 
within  the  town,  and  for  the  other  charges  arising  within  the 
town,  and  for  the  payment  of  the  firemen  for  the  ensuing  year. 

7th.  To  hear  the  reports  of  committees  heretofore  chosen 
and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

8th.  On  petition  of  the  library  committee:  To  pass  such 
vote  or  votes  as  may  be  deemed  expedient  in  regard  to  the 
maintenance  of  the  town  library,  repairs  and  alterations  in 
the  library  building,  the  providing  of  additional  book  space; 
and  to  appropriate  money  to  carry  out  such  vote  or  votes. 
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9th.  On  petition  of  George  H.  Carter  and  sixteen  others: 
To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  fifty 
dollars  to  be  paid  to  and  expended  by  the  Fire  Department 
Association  in  decorating  the  graves  of  deceased  firemen. 

10th.  On  petition  of  Henry  W.  Anderson  and  fourteen 
others:  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appoint  a  committee 
with  power  to  investigate  the  question  of  lighting  the  town 
with  gas  or  electricity  and  ascertain  whether  the  prices  now 
charged  for  lighting  and  power  are  fair,  or  whether  it  would 
be  for  the  best  interests  of  the  town  to  establish  its  own  light- 
ing system.     The  committee  to  serve  without  pay. 

11th.  On  petition  of  John  H.  Tuck  and  twenty  others: 
To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  buy  a  street  sweeper  and  ap- 
propriate sufficient  money  for  the  same.
